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Income Tax Deductions Based 
on Actual Fact, Shidler States

We have covered In our dis­ 

cussions so far, Income and De­ 
ductions. Because the latter 
title Is such a good topic for 
dome argument we shall here­ 
with delve further Into deduc­ 
tion's depths and look at some 
examples.

Dues paid to social and ath­ 
letic clubs are deductible as 
business expenses If paid for 
business purposes and not for 
social reasons. The same rule 
re applied to deductions for the 
expense of entertaining cus­ 
tomers.

If the amount of this type 
of deduction is large, howevei 
the bureau will give the matte 
close scrutiny and it might su 
you and make you prove 1; 
court that you are correct. 

  Contributions Limited 
In the cam of Johnson vt 

V. S., USDC, S. D. Cat, 11-29-41 
a lawyer spent over $750 fo 
country cUib dues, greens fees 
lood, etc. He- claimed that 
contacted his clients this wa; 
and that he did not enjoy got! 
While the bureau could no: 
prove otherwise, the winning at 
torney was put to the expensi 
and trouble of a refund suit to 
establish this deduction.

From this case we learn thai 
even though we may be correct 
if the amount claimed as a de 
duction Is suspiciously large or 
improbable by Its nature, It may 
be expensive to establish it as a 
deduction.

About contributions, which 
covered generally last week, an
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additional fact must be pointed 
out. The deduction mutt not 
exceed 15% of the taxpayer's 
net income, computed without 
the benefit of the deduction 
Thus if we netted $3,000 and 
gave to the Red Cross, Cheat 
and church $600, we would nol 
be allowed to deduct all of thi: 
as It exceeds 15% of our net 
Income. We would be limited to 
a deduction of $450 or 15% of 
$3,000. I fear, however, that 
there are few persons here who 
will suffer from this 15% limi­ 
tation.

Quake and Bad Debte 
Interest paid on debts owed 

is deductible. However, in the 
case of Oilman v. Comm., 63 
Fed (2nd) 47, the court held that 
just because Mr. G. paid "In 
terest" to his wife and children 
on notes which he had given 
them, this "interest" was a gift 
and a ruse to gain a deduction 
and not allowable. Contributions 
are deductible only when given 
to organized charities as we 
know. If Mr. G. had borrowed

children, he could have deduct­ 
ed Interest paid them on the 
loans.

The Torrance earthquake 
caused much loss and these 
losses- are deductible. The dam­ 
age must be computed not on 
a basis of replacement value 
but upon a fair valuation of 
the property on Nov. 13. Thus 
if we bought some dishes and 
furniture on Jan. 1, 1986, for 
$1,000 with a normal "life ex­ 
pectancy" of 10 years, and after' 
the quake the property wa» all 
destroyed we would not take a 
(1,000 loss. The proper toss 
would be near $300 or $400 as 
the property would have been 
gone by 1946 normally. The 
ictual cost of repairs would be 
he amount of loss to the home. 

"Loss on Bad Debts" always 
confuses professional men. They 
tenerally file a return on the 
'cash basis" and list as Income 

only the actual cash received. 
Jenerally such men render serv- 
ces in return for money. The 

doctor who did not list in his

Before we finish this discus­ 
sion of "Deductions" we should 
remember that those who use 
1040A need not consider them 
as they are given credit for an 
"average" deduction In that re 
turn whether they are entitled 
to It or not.

Deductions concern only those 
who file on the 1040 form of 
return, which generally results 
in a tax saving although it re 
quires infinitely 'more ' under­ 
standing to complete.
